•Th* Inefficiency of Bol5lievism." 
said Profesrsor Jnekson, "Rests fundi- 
tnwjtally in the fact that the ra- 
tioning has 10 bo rirbkrarj*, and th.li 
there is no criterion." 

The speaker opened h'.s address by 
atating: that the subject waa a largo 
order, and ho was relucia.nt to dos- 
matise. but that it wag neccssarj' In 
some degree to save time. "History." 
he stated, "Is a museum of discard- 
ed, aoolal organizations. These systems 
ha,ve 'knother characteristic— tliat they 
all at one time did work. They dis- 
appeared because xbey failed from 
the evolutionary standpoint. We 
grow up In a capitalistic state ^nd 
most of na are inclined to taJie It as 
an order of nature as ihc middle ajes 
took Feudalism. But there are parts 
ofjlhc world' who "do'' hot' Wneve In It., 
come In contact with It, and have a 
hard time." '' 

"Capitalism works in some coun- 
tries," continued Professor Jackson, 
"Because it is a kind of rel'glon. 
They' would find it hard to eonclevi 
of any dihiv. In Russia the Bolshe- 
vists find themselves incapable of 
Immagln'.ng a capitalistic system, be- 
cause they have never seen it Now, 
we have this wonderful contrast. 'We 
luiow our own s'ystpm works, In spite 
of great hrra.ihips on individuals from 
time to f ne: and the evidence of 
those who have been able to find 
'out tends to sliow Uuit Bol.»hevlem; 
works too. at least fairly well." 

The speaker sugKOSied that It was 
rathor unfortunate that the profit 
motive was d<»piid!;iEr from the 
Christian viewpoint. He asfrerted 
that many thought it nccossary to 
hold out profit to rtlmulate the in- 
dividual to do good work, and that 
h« could seo nothing d^sralory in 
this niot'vc. There were, he pointed 
out, at least four passible alternate 
motives as basis for Industry. Thcso 
were. Compulsion; Appeal to self-In- 
terest; Appeal to esprllde-corpe; and 
Appeal to creative in.«tin'.'t. 

CompulHioii gives worli of a sort. 
Apart from that. Professor Jacksuii 
asked if tho second alternative wer« 
necessarj-. "So railed captains of In- 
dustrîV asserted the speaker, "Ciyyi'e 
with their active capital opportuni- 
ties for others where there wex-e none 
before. It if not the profit motive 
wliich rele.■î.s•?^ t.iieir (-reatlvo energy. 
The employee, tw. ofti>n puts hl.s 
best into his work, huving no moilvo 
•f profit behind. So why could wt; 
gel aIon(; witliojt it and will pot for 
•ome lime to comoî" 

"Why is It ihaf, when a new idea 
!■ . put before Jilm, a capti^lu of In- 
dustry askJ!, 'Does It pay?' CountIcb^i 
wants :ir« fu;i'i»(ti',nta! to «uclely," 
vtated yroO-hnor Jackson. "Tliere are 
not enough good things, .roal . wants 
' multiply as fast as goods multiply, 
and there is novcr enough to go 
■round, under uny fy.«t"in of distri- 
buting wealth which anybody couid 
tfev^so. Bo our problem, f!und9.n)«jital- 
ly. Is to Bcc that reeogrces are used 
M Intelligently as possible In satis- 
fying wants.' pocs Caplt.illiini lead to 
Intelligent use of rcsourcos, and what 
arrangmcnts are tnodé for -the saying 
' «f resources?"

DR. KERSOPP LAKE 

Noted Harvard Professor 
Add resses People's 
Forum 

Dealing wlih tho subjoot, "Life and 
Oculh," I'rofoffsor Kcrsopp lyike, of 
Harvard University, addressed the 
People's forum Inst evening. 

Dr. Lake coininonced hirf lecture by 
staling thai Life and Death glvo rise 
to many Interesting problems. What, 
Cor instance, 1^ J.lfc. .Si-leiUiri':,'iHy, it 
Is .a chniMctorlsilc of cerlaiii torm.i of 
mailer. In huniiin beings Life is ev- 
Idenwd by tho f.acts that tho body can 
be maintained In a state of unstablo 
oriuilibrlun) without effort; that n 
per.uon is conscious of himself :iiul of 
!!!.■! .■iiirrouniiing.s and tli.it :'"e iiunian 
being has l^io power of rcn)enil)Crlng 
p.ast consciousness. Lot Life cease and 
the body at once slumps Into a state 
of .stable eriulllbrium, and consclous- 
ne.:s and memory, at once, aro obllt- 
ciiited. 

Bio-chemistry has proved that .Lifo 
need havo no fixed tennination. This 
\* CHpoclally true in the lower foriu.s. 
At .lobii Hopkins University the heart 
o£ a chicken has been kept alive for 
mure than thirty years. The human 
body .is composed of practically the 
same cells and elements as the heort 
cf a chbikcn; so, it is wiililn the 
bounds of prob.ablllty thai a time wll' 
como when death' may bo postponed 
Inilefinltel y. 

Death Is the cessallon of the bodily 
fund ions, Tho human frame stops 
work and di.sintcgi'atcs. Life is a pro- 
cess of gain and loss with gain greatly 
to tho fore. In fact, the gain Is so 
prédominent thai any man would he. 
loath to go back to his youth if ao do- 
ing entailed the loss of his more mat- 
ure experiences. 

Man Is uncon.sci.3\i3 of hi? brain. 
Indceil, It is possible that thoughts do 
not come from the bi:a,ln. If a mun 
wants .water he goes to the tap and 
draws off as much as ho rcciulres. 
'j'he tap is the in.strumeni which prov- 
ides tho water; but, no ono would 
consider tho possibility of tlio faucet 
having made tho water. Similarly 
when one desires to think ho brings \ 
hi." brain into play and thoughta re- 
sult. But who is to suy that the brain 
created these thoughts'.' It .seem? iios- 
slblo that the brain Is, liko the tap, 
only the visible Instrument of somo 
wilier and deeper sy.-itcm. 

Therefore, thought ntay not be tho 
product of Iho brain. Anil if thonijhi 
docs not originate in the brain, there 
comes Into possibility tho Idea that 
■ there m.iy be anuthcr world behind the 
world of reality In which wo live. 

Hence, wu .see that there aro two 
worlds of reality; tho material world, 
or the world of values, and tho Im- 
material world. Tho world of values is 
tho one composwl of things and dia- 
nienîîlons In which wo hiivo our ex- 
istence. Thu cxislcnco of the Immat- 
erial world cannot bo dcnton.stratcd. 

Belief In this Immaterial world is 
oliher born In tho Individual or is 
entirely loft out of his make-up. A 
test us to whelhor ono Is a materialist 
or an Immaterinllst was given by the 
speaker. Take two objects and add two 
more similar objects. Tho answer Is 
foui*. Now suppose that tiotbing ex- 
isted, would two and two still make 
four Those who say yes aro Immal- 
crlatlsl? while thoso who uphold the 
nog'ntlvo are materialists. 

The oxl.stenco of an Immaterial 
world cannot be definitely proved, but 
tho existence of things which do not 
adhere to the laws of arithmetic can 
ho readily demonstrated. If a man has 
n. certain nnioiint of knowledge, and ho 
auceccda In Imparting tho whole of his 
knowledge to a group of persons, how 
much knowledge has the orlglntily 
possessor of tho learning at tho con- 
clualon of tho teaching process? He 
rotaln.s all of it, yet, ho has given tho 
whole of It to his friends. Thcroforo, 
kitowlcdge la an .Immaterial thins 
bclpnging to the Immaterial world. 

Dr. Ijake concluded his lecture with 
.m allegory. There were once a group 
of Islands. Those had the tnlstortunc 
to be situated at a. particularly stormy

What' a sad mistake people make in trying to keep out 
of prisons! Were they not blind or indifferent to their own 
welfare they would attenipt ever so often to get into tlicni. 
It is one of tin: anomalies of human society that what we 
thrust upon knaves and, madmen we deny to honest law- 
abiddiug folk. Who, indeed, with an eye to history or even 
cpmmoti sense would deny iliiit i;ri=oii?, confinements and 
isolations have, as often as not, done ni.irvcllous good and 
could do a great deal more? A iliinkcr may writc"Pilgn'm's 
Progress' it you lock him up; Marco Polo iicver would 
ha,ve penned his travels had they not ended in a jail: the 
lotlely towers of Schwarzburg gave birth to Lnther'f 
Oerman Bible. Christ's spjoiirn in the wildcrncfs gave us 
Christianity. What .sliall wc say of Ccrv,-iiUcs, harnessed to 
a galley, yet daily riding in the realms of fancy with Don 
Quixote ; and of Sir Walter Raleigh in the Tower writing 
a liistory of the world over which he Iwd so often sailed; 
and of Oscar ' Wilde penning his immorlal cry of sorrow 
in the gloom of Reading Jail? If oiiee our childiiood hearts 
beat high at the perilous exploits of Monte Carlo, Jean 
Valjean and Springhcclcd Jack, should not oijr maturcr 
minds now tiiru to the mcditltions of those heroic souls 
who escaped from freedom? 

Pray do not think this a plea for felony to fill our 
prison houses or even for a return to monasticism. ' The 
trouble witli the latter was that its devotees cither went to 
prison before they h-id anything to thlttk about or else, 
having entered .it n mature age, never came out. There are, 
figuratively spc.tkiiie, jails other Uiaii those for felon.-; 
Poverty in riiany casts is an exculltnt prison., Francis 
Tlioihpsdn vipte Ihe "kound if iieSivcri" it} the gulled. 
Cotifinctneftt to a sick bed too often results in useftil 
reflection. The Society of Jesus owes its origin to its 
founder's bruken lij,'. But there k a woeful lack of prisons 
for those ot us who arc neither poor; sick nor possessdl of 
.Mtf ficicnt resolution to loci: mirfclvcs up. How much 
valuable lime and energy do wc dijsipate in thinjjing, say- 
ing and doing the .-aijie tiiinc-' ove; and over as^inl ifoit
